DEATH ‘OF DR: BELILIOS. 
WELL-KNOWN OPTHALMIC 
SURGEON. 


‘The. death occurred at 218 
yesterday morning’ at the General 
Hespital, Shanghai, of ‘Dr. 
Raphael Aaron Belilios, ‘ 

The news will come as a great 
shock to his many friends in this 
Colony, especially those in tho’ 
medical profession. For some 
years past, he bad been in “ ill- 
health, and last year went to the 
Mayo Clinic, Rochester, U.S.A, 


‘for what he called..o “ thorough 


overhaul.” There ‘it was. found 


‘necessary to perform. a serious 


operation, from the . effects of 
which Dr, Beliliog never quite re- 
‘covered, He returned to Shang- 
hai, where hi died yesterday morn- 
ing following aw operation for ap- 
pendicitis. 

Dr. 
fifty-four years of age, and’ 
specialised in eye diseases, "He 
had a very high reputation, in 
Shanghai and the North, and his 
ski! was so “well known in tho 
Far’ East . that patients, came to 
him from Japan and other distant 
places, .’ 

During his students’ days, when 
he took up special study of the 
eye, “he was complimented by. his 
teachers at the hospital on being, 
the best refractionist at”tho time 
in London. He enrried this _re- 
putation ” with him to the Far 
East, and the. late Dr. adit 
of Peping, who was sent.to him b OF lta 
a mutual friend for expert o 
viee,, remarked that he “never 
knew there was an opthalmic 
surgeon of such high | attainments 
East of Suez.” . 

Dr. Belilios came to Hong Kong 
about twenty-five years ogo,’ * hay- 
ing obtained the degree of M.D. 
at the University of Edinburgh 
and. the Fellowship of the Royal 
College of Surgeons. He at’ first 
| set up in general practice, which he’ 
carried on for some years, but 
subsequently. devoted most of his 
time to the treatment of eye 
diseases, ‘He wos ‘appointed op-' 
thalmic surgeon. to the Alice 
Memorial Hospital, «and later 
sought wider scope for his talent, 
establishing himself ‘tn Shanghai 
about fifteen years ago. . 

Dr. Belilios, was married,’ but

[of the technical yardstick” should 


be made by a committee of states- 
men of the countries concerned, 
and the members of this committee 
should be the onts to draft the 
terms of the final agreement which 
should be couched in simple terms, 
capable of being ‘understood by the 
ordinary man in the street. 

In ‘the joint hands of the Anglo- 
American peoples, General Dawes 
added, rests not only their secure 
guarantee, but the Ark of the 
Covenant of human" freedom.

They 
chased him and caught him at 
Liberty Avenue, Homuntin, On 
being arrested, defendant told the 
coolies that he had changed his 
clothes and he was taken to the
